apertures for the tenants to appear in from 
time to time and the feeling of a hot sum- 
mer day in the region of the Elevated 
caught to perfection. A large cast adds to 
the effect by performing its various func- 
tions with considerable skill, and, during 
the course of the drama, most of the more 
popular functions of city-life are indulged 
in. It is about as comprehensive a sum- 
mary of mass existence as you could 
expect to find on one stage, and one which 
is constantly interesting, oftentimes much 
more than that. No season which can 
boast of “Street Scene” is without hope. 

Our one suggestion to Mr. Rice (who 
directed his own play) would be that 
the love scenes and other intimate group- 
ings be played in, or at the entrance to, 
the vestibule. On the steps they seem a 
little unnatural, but a city vestibule can 
serve as a love grot, a confession-box or 
a death-chamber without violating one 
tradition of common useage. The whole 
spirit of Mr. Rice’s fine condensation of 
all life into one locale calls out for the 
very vestibule which is here used only as 
an entrance and an exit. 

However, on the steps or in the vesti- 





bule, “Street Scene” should by all means 
be seen and William A. Brady should 
be given due recognition for having pro- 
ducd it at a time when it was needed so 
badly. For having written it, Mr. Rice 
should be awarded a palm. 


From “Street Scene” we jump to those 
plays which ought to have been better 
than they are. Maxwell Anderson has put 
some excellent stuff into “Gypsy,” espe- 
cially the scene in the second act between 
Claiborne Foster and Mary Young where 
the young wife comes to a realization that 
she is headed for the same easy-going love- 
life as her round-heeled mother; but 
“Gypsy” has not the directness of purpose 
of Mr. Anderson’s “Saturday’s Children” 
and ends in a rather confusing series of 
possible curtains. There is also a tendency 
in the first act to emulate Mr. Philip 
Barry’s distinctive banter of “Paris Bound” 
and “Holiday,” a very dangerous line of 
talk to monkey about with. 

Miss Foster is, as usual, highly intelli- 
gent in her handling of the difficult rdéle, 
but we hope that she will not be offended 
if we say that we did not believe for one 
minute that she was really as easily influ-

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The New Books 


THERE is something fear- 
some about a two-volume 
Perry novel which makes it hard 
Githens to begin. For longer than I 
care to confess, the two-vol- 
ume edition of Sudermann’s last work has 
been at my elbow, patient—but sinister. 
Not until an attack of influenza brought 
a desire to do the right thing did I get 
around to reading it. 
Tue Map Proressor (2 vols., boxed—Live- 
right) by Hermann Sudermann is a long 
novel, and, to one none too familiar with 
German culture at the time of Bismark, 
a tedious novel in places. Yet, of all the 
743 pages, there isn’t one I would will- 
ingly relinquish. Undoubtedly, this story 
of one man’s disintegration could have 
been told in a shorter form. But while 
Sudermann rambles, his rambles are not 
without purpose; they set the stage and 
embellish the main theme in a manner 
to delight the leisurely reader—if such 
still exist. 

Tue Map Proressor is not, in essence, 
the story of any one man. It is the story 
of any man who attempts to lead his own 
life, seek his own ends, without regard 
tor his fellows. And, like any attempt 
to buck the system, to disregard the ac- 
cepted code, it ends in disaster. 

Sieburth (his first name does not ap- 
pear) who is the individualist later to 
become known as the Mad Professor, 
takes up his duties at the University of 
Konigsberg in spite of the opposition of 
the faculty to his appointment. 

A brilliant scholar, his lectures in 
philosophy gain him the enthusiastic sup- 
port of the students, but his sharp tongue 
and independent behavior earn the dis- 
trust of his colleagues. 

Aloof, misunderstood, he is at no pains 
to enter into the social life of the faculty. 
Life, he considers in terms of Woman 
and Thought, and he lives as he thinks, 
now building word mountains of logic, 
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and amorous expeditions. 


| Meanwhile, the intrigues of the faculty | 


continue. A half-forgotten misadventure 
is match to the powder, and Sieburth is 
ostracized as a result of the scandal.
